INTO THE TOWN OF MERRILLVILLE, INDIANA, DIVIDING 
SAID AREA INTO SEVEN (7) WARDS, AND APPOINTING A 
RESIDENT INSPECTOR FOR EACH WARD" 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissloners of the County of Lake, State 
of Indiana, has, pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 252 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of Indiana for the year 1969, received a petition to incorporate 
the Town of Merrillville, Indiana; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has found said petition to be in 
conformity with said Chapter 252 of the Acts of 1969, (Burns Annotated Statute 
Section 48-129 et. seq. also cited as Title 18, Article 3, Chapter 1 of the 
Indiana Code of 1971); and 

WHEREAS, the land area of the proposed town is urban In character and is 
reasonably compact and contiguous and includes enough undeveloped territory to 
allow for the growth of the Town of Merrillville, as expected in the foreseeable 
future; and 

WHEREAS, a substantial majority of the property owners in the proposed town 
have agreed that at least six municipal services shall be provided on an adequate 
basis; and 

WHEREAS, the services proposed to be undertaken are capable of being financed 
by the proposed town with a reasonable local tax rate, using the current assessed 
valuation of properties as a basis of calculation; and 

WHEREAS, the incorporation is found to serve the best interest of the 
territory involved; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it and it hereby is ordained by the Board of County 
Commissioners of the County of Lake, Indiana, as follows, to-wit: 

1. That the territory hereinafter legally described shall be, and the 
same hereby is, incorporated into, and shall constitute the Town of Merrillville, 
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Indiana, to-wit:

Range 8 West of the 2nd P.M.; thence South along the West line of 
Sections 6, 7, 18, 19 and 30, Township 35 North, Range 8 West of the 
2nd P.M. a distance of 5 miles more or less, to the Southwest corner 
of said Section 30, Township 35 North, Range 8 West of the 2nd P.M. 
thence East along the South line of Sections 30, 29 and 28, Town¬ 
ship 35 North, Range 8 West of the 2nd P.M. a distance of 3 miles 
more or less, to the Northwest corner of Section 34, Township 35 
North, Range 8 West of the 2nd P.M.; thence South along the West line of 
said Section 34, Township 35 North, Range 8 West of the 2nd P.M. a 
distance of 1 mile more or less, to the Southwest corner thereof; 
thence East along the South line of Sections 34, 35 and 36, Town¬ 
ship 35 North, Range 8 West of the 2nd Principal Meridian, and

INTO THE TOWN OF MERRILLVILLE, INDIANA, DIVIDE 
SAID AREA INTO SEVEN (7) WARDS, AND APPOINTING A 
RESI DENI INSPECTOR FOR EACH WARD" 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of the County of Lake, State 
of Indiana, has, pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 252 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of Indiana for the year 1969, received a petition to incorporate 
the Town of Merrillville, Indiana; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has found said petition to he in
